Response to Amendment 

The following is in response to the amendments filed August 11, 2008 and 
August 27, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 10-14 and 16-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 10 and all claims depending therefrom are allowed, because in a porous carbon 
electrode substrate having a structure in which at least two carbon fiber papers are laminated, 
each containing a carbonized resin, and at least one of the carbon fiber papers comprises carbon 
fibers having a surface area ratio of 1 .05 or more, the prior art does not disclose or suggest a 
structure in which a plurality of carbon fiber papers, each containing a carbonized resin, are the 
same kind and are laminated in such a state that the same sides of the papers are each directed 
outward. 

Claim 1 1 and all claims depending therefrom are allowed, because in a porous carbon 
electrode substrate having a structure in which at least two carbon fiber papers are laminated, 
each containing a carbonized resin, and at least one of the carbon fiber papers comprises carbon 
fibers having a surface area ratio of 1 .05 or more, the prior art does not disclose or suggest a 
substrate wherein besides a first carbon fiber paper which is the carbon fiber paper comprising 
the carbon fibers having a surface area ratio of 1 .05 or more, at least one second carbon fiber

paper is a carbon fiber paper comprising carbon fibers having an average diameter of 6-20 jam 
and an average fiber length of at least 2-18 jxm, and wherein the substrate is windable around a 
roll of 40 cm or less in outer diameter and has a length of 1 m or more.

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed August 11, 2008 and August 27, 2008 have been considered. 

Applicant has overcome the rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b)/103(a) over Nakamura et al (WO 01/56103) and under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
over Nakamura in view of Iwaki et al (JP 08-283084), set forth previously. Applicant has also 
overcome the double patenting rejections over U.S. Patent No. 6,713,034 and U.S. Patent No. 
7,297,445, also set forth previously.
